S enate bills th a t h ave reach ed th e 
h ou se are to be p erm itted to gath er 
du st on th e desk of th e sp eaker wh ile 
h ou se bu siness is disp osed of. accord­ 
ing to an agreem ent reach ed betw een 
Sp eaker Venem an and some of th e 
m em bers of th e h ou se. 
W h ile th ere 
was a disp osition on th e p art of some 
of th e h ou se m em bers to h old back 
senate m easu res in retaliation for th e 
senate’s not sh ow ing any disp osition 
to consider h ou se bills.
